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IS AN ATTEMPT BEING MADE TO STEAL AN ELECTION? 


According to the election law of the-Dominion. of Canada a protest against the return of a member to the Dominion house must be made within forty days of the date of polling. Until the returning officer 
officially declares a member elected, however, there is no member sitting for the district against whom to lodge a protest. Owing to a technical flaw in the act, however, the returning officer is not compelled to 
make his declaration within any certain, specified period of time. Consequently, it is within the power of a returning officer to delay the declaration until too late to make a protest, and by so doing a seat in 


which there was flagrant campaign corruption might be “cinched” without giving the opposing forces al chance to prove the corruption which they knew was openly practiced. 
The Dominion election was held on September 21. After repeated postponements the returning officer has finally set‘the date of declaration as Saturday, October 28, at 1.30, just 


30- minutes after the 


courts close for the day. October 29 is Sunday. The next day, Monday, October 30,-is Thanksgiving day, a holiday, When the courts open on Tuesday morning the 40 clear days will have expired and the time 


in which a protest can be lodged will have lapsed. 


It has been generally understood that the conservatives have been awaitiny only the official declar ation of the returning officer to lodge a protest against the return of Frank Oliver. ‘The last of the ballot 
boxes have been in the city since Tuesday-of this week and there is no physical reason why the votes might not have been counted and the declaration made within a few hours of the arrival of the last box. 
Is this a deliberate conspiracy to steal the Edmonton constituency in spite of election practices which would not bear the light of investigation before any court, or is it just a case where a returning officer is

| Civil servants in Edmonton and-other 
cities in the west have been. foreed to 
wait tor their salaries during the past 
month or two owing to the change of 
government at Ottawa and the chanse 
{in Governor-Generals, almost at the 
same time. In the customs department 
lin. Edmonten, the regular employees | 
did not receive their salaries for Oeto- 
Srdof the month, 

In othee departments of civil service 
in Edmouton, the salaries are two or 
three months in arrears and no checks 


They are expeeted within the next 
day or two, however, 

The set of circumstances that has 
caused the shortage of funds for carry- 
ips on the country’s business since 
some time prior to the general eleetion 
on September 24st, may pot oecur 
again in the life of many governments. 
In case of an election, money for gen- 
eral expenses throughout the country 
always is raised by the Governor-Gen- 
eral's warrant but the retirement of 
Earl Grey, made it impossible for such 
a warrant to be issued until the new 
Governor-General was formerly placed 
in office. Meanwhile civil servants 
were forced to go temporarily without 
their pay.
